Storm chills a strip of the U.S.

Snow and ice cut a swath from 
Southern California to New England 
on Thursday, closing a major high- 
way, chilling “snowbird” tourists in 
the Arizona desert and shutting down 
the world’s busiest airport, at 
Chicago. 

Hundreds of schools were closed 
and thousands of customers lost 
power. At least six traffic deaths oc- 
curred on slippery roads. Fruit and 
vegetable growers in the Southwest 
were able to do little to protect their 
crops. 


Along the southern edge of the 
stormy weather a tornado flipped two 
mobile homes and injured three peo- 
ple in Louisiana. 

In Michigan, the state House can- 
celed Thursday’s session, but the 
Senate went ahead with its work. 
“We are not part-time here,” said 
Sen. Phil Arthurhultz. 

Hundreds of flights were canceled 
at Chicago’s O’Hare Airport after it 
was shut down by snow late Wednes- 
day. By Thursday morning only three 
runways were open. 

Snowfall totaled 8 to 10 inches in 
northern Illinois. Southern Wisconsin 


got 4 to 6inches, and up to 8 inches fell 
in Michigan. 

Up to 6 inches fell across New York 
state, and snow, sleet and freezing 
rain threatened power lines in New 
Hampshire. 

Drifts up to a foot high closed 
Mitchell International Airport in Mil- 
waukee overnight. 

American Airlines canceled all 
flights Wednesday at Oklahoma 
City’s Will Rogers World Airport be- 
cause planes that were de-iced at the 
passenger gate were refreezing be- 
fore they could clear the runway on 
takeoff. 


Men's volleyball to face 
UCLA Saturday in Provo

The BYU Men’s Volleyball team 
will have its hands full as it takes on 
the defending-champion UCLA Bru- 
ins Saturday at 7:30 p.m. in the Smith 
Fieldhouse. 

UCLA has dominated collegiate 
volleyball since the game’s inception 
into the NCAA by winning 13 of the 
20 championships since 1970. 

This year appeared to be no excep- 
tion until last Wednesday night when 
Long Beach State downed the Bruins 
17-16, 15-6, 14-16 and 15-12, ruining 
an otherwise perfect record. 

Prior to.the Tyson/Douglas fight 
last week, BYU Coach Carl McGown 
said, “For us to beat them (UCLA) 
would be like Douglas beating 


Tyson.” Later, he remarked, it would 
be an upset if BYU beat UCLA. 

BYU Assistant Coach Rich Cortez 
said, “We're definitely facing the best 
team in the country. We don’t want to 
be intimidated by them. We just want 
to go out and play a good match.” 

UCLA’s returning starters include 
middle blockers Trevor Schirman, 
the NCAA player of the year in 1989, 
and Mike Whitcomb. 

In 1989, Schirman was second in 
the nation in hitting (.444) and third in 
blocking with 1.87 blocks per game. 
This year he leads the nation in blocks 
with 2.29 per game. Whitcomb 
ranked tenth in hitting (.405) and 
eighth in blocking (1.68 bpg) in 1989. 

Another returning starter is out- 
sider hitter Carl Henkel who is 
ranked fourth in the nation this year 


in aces per game and fifth in digs. 

McGown and Cortez said they hope 
the crowd will help to bring UCLA 
down alittle. “The pit will be in opera- 
tion,” said McGown. 

USC Assistant Coach Greg Gio- 
vanazzi said, “We’re taking the match 
quite seriously. We saw BYU at the 
Santa Barbara tournament and know 
they have a strong team.” 

Giovanazzi said UCLA usually has 
a very good blocking team, excluding 
their performance against Long 
Beach State. McGown said it may 
make it easier for BY U after UCLA’s 
loss to Long Beach. “Hopefully they'll 
be thinking about the loss and not 
about us,” he said. 

The game should conclude before 
the BYU basketball game begins at 
9:40 p.m. on ESPN.

Legislators 
and teachers 
debate strike

Three-way negotiating among 
Utah’s governor, legislative leader- 
ship and top teachers’ union was the 
main item on Capitol Hill’s agenda 
Thursday as they searched for a 
teacher compensation package that 
would keep teachers in the class- 
rooms and off the picket lines. 

Utah teachers will vote Friday 
morning on whether they will strike 
next week or accept on good faith the 
best compensation package lawmak- 
ers will offer during Thursday night’s 
meetings. 

In a press conference Wednesday 
morning, Gov. Norm Bangerter said 
that he will stand by the 6 percent 
increase he offered teachers last 
month when-he released his proposed 
budget. However, he said he will do 
his best to give education more money 
if there is more money to give. 

“We are trying to do the best we 
can to give education all we can,” said 
Francine Giani, the governor’s press 
secretary. “We hope the teachers will 
see that.” 

Giani said Bangerter is concerned 
with being fair to all state-funded pro- 

ams. 

The Utah Education Association, 
the teacher’s. top union in Utah, has 
been lobbying during this legislative 
session for an 8 percent compensation 
increase. The president of the UEA, 
Jim Campbell, said Wednesday if law- 
makers don’t come close to an 8 per- 
cent increase in teacher compensa- 
tion, a strike would be inevitable. 

Neither Giani nor Campbell would 
divulge Thursday what exactly was 
being discussed in the meetings, say- 
ing only that negotiations were con- 
tinuing. 

The Utah chapter of the American 
Federation of Teachers conducted its 
own poll throughout Utah of teachers’ 
feelings on the strike. According to 
the poll, two out of three teachers 
support a strike unless compensation 
is sweetened beyond the 6 percent. 

Teachers went on, strike during a 
special session of the Utah legislature 
in September because state legisla- 
tors wanted to adopt a $35 million tax 
cut when teachers wanted more 
money for education. Teachers at 
Davis High School voted to strike on 
Sept. 22, and teachers at 66 other 
schools walked out with them.

S. Koreans to take larger defense role 


SEOUL, South Korea — Defense Secretary Dick Cheney and South 
Korean officials agreed Thursday to the withdrawal of several thousand U.S. 
troops over the next three years as Korea “takes the lead” in its own defense. 

Cheney, on the first leg of an Asian-Pacific tour that is also taking him to the 
Philippines and Japan, said the troop reductions would not be done “precipi- 
tously” and pledged to keep U.S. soldiers based here as long as the Korean 
people want them. 

“We aren’t going to move precipitously ... our commitment remains strong,” 
Cheney said at a news conference. “The threat remains undiminished.” 

U.S. officials said Cheney told the South Koreans he wants to cut U.S. 
forces in Asia and the Pacific by 10 percent to 12 percent, with 5,000 of the 
troops being pulled out of South Korea and 7,000 to 9,400 leaving the Philip- 
pines and Japan. 

There are 120,000 troops based in the three countries, including 43,000 in 
South Korea. 

Cheney and his South Korean counterpart Lee Sang Hoon also pledged to 
move toward handing over the command of the joint U.S.-Korean military 
structure — now held by a U.S. four-star. general — to a Korean general, the 
two officials announced. 

The Republic of Korea “can now do more to provide for its own security,” 
Cheney told reporters. 


Mayor Barry indicted on drug charges 


WASHINGTON — Mayor Marion Barry was indicted today on eight counts 
of perjury and possession of a controlled substance, stemming froma 14-month 
probe into his ties to a convicted drug dealer. 

Barry is undergoing treatment for substance abuse at a Florida clinic and 
has turned over the day-to-day operations of the district government to a city 
administrator. 

The indictment charged that during a Jan. 19, 1989, grand jury appearance, 
Barry lied under oath by stating he was unaware that Charles Lewis was 
involved with drugs and by stating that the two men hadn’t exchanged 
cocaine. Lewis, who is cooperating with the investigation, was recently sen- 
tenced to 15 months in prison on drug charges. 

Four other charges against Barry involve alleged possession of cocaine 
during the period that Barry was visiting Lewis at a hotel. The fifth drug-pos- 
session charge stems from Barry’s Jan. 18 arrest at another hotel where he 
was visiting a former girlfriend. 


German chief caught in political crossfire 


BONN, West Germany — Opposition leaders accused Chancellor Helmut 
Kohl on Thursday of using the East German crisis to enhance his political 
standing and secure a place in history as the man who unified Germany. 

During an insult-filled Parliament session, Kohl in turn accused the opposi- 
tion of being allied with the old Communists who ruled East Germany with an 
iron fist. 

The chancellor also came under fire in East Germany, where the Commu- 
nist-led government accused Kohl of exaggerating the country’s economic and 
political problems to speed reunification. 

The verbal brawl in Parliament gave West German voters a preview of what 
is likely to be a bitter campaign for West German elections in December, and 
the pivotal role reunification will play. 

The West German campaign is even influencing the campaign for East 
Germany’s first free elections March 18. In anticipation of eventual reunifica- 
tion, West German parties have been aligning themselves with, and in fact 
influencing, the fledgling political parties in East Germany. 


First Lady has skin cancer removed 


WASHINGTON — Barbara Bush had a small cancerous cell removed from 
her upper lip on Wednesday, her press office announced today. She underwent 
the outpatient procedure at Bethesda Naval Hospital in Maryland. 

In a one-paragraph statement, her press office said: 

“At Bethesda Naval Hospital on Feb. 14, Mrs. Bush underwent a routine 
outpatient medical procedure to remove a small basal cell carcinoma, a com- 
mon form of skin cancer, from her upper lip. The procedure was performed 
under local anesthesia by Bethesda’s chief of dermatology, Dr. Harry Par- 
lette. No side effects or subsequent difficulties are expected.” 

Jean Becker, a deputy press secretary, said the cancer was discovered 
about a week ago. She was not sure whether Mrs. Bush had undergone the 
same procedure in the past. AE SNE Sag Be

Pilot pleads guilty in Noriega drug case 


MIAMI — A pilot who flew cocaine profits to Panama pleaded guilty today 
to one count of illegally transporting funds, becoming the first person indicted 
with former Panama dictator Manuel Noriega to admit wrongdoing. 

But the attorney for Eduardo Pardo, 44, said he did not know if his client 
would testify against Noriega and the other defendants in the drug conspiracy 
case. 

“That’s all up to him,” said lawyer William Meadows, a former U.S. attorney 
in Miami, who said there was no plea bargain with the government. 

The pilot pleaded guilty to making a flight with $800,000 in drug money from 
Fort Lauderdale to Panama in 1983. Noriega, who is still arguing with prose- 
cutors over their right to prosecute him, is accused of taking payoffs to protect 
the cocaine trade. 

U.S. District Judge William Hoeveler told Pardo he could face up to five 
years in prison and a $10,000 fine on the charges.

“It gives the auditor 
more freedom for routine check writ- 
ing, since he doesn’t have to seek 
commission approval for every check 
he has to write,” he said. 

The commission will follow the 
code more closely than it has been, 
Morris said. “We need to tighten 
things up, and clean up any loose 
ends in our operating procedures.” 

He said the most important thing 
is to operate in a way that will ensure 
the continued trust of the public.

$55 million public stock offering, says 
the company’s Securities and Ex- 
change Commission registration 
statement. 

The recently filed statement also 
says Geneva will additionally use cash 
flow from its operations and a portion 
of a $100 million debt it will acquire to 
complete modernization financing. 

Geneva President Joe Cannon 
would continue to be the company’s 
primary stockholder. After the stock 
offering, he and Robert J. Grow, ex- 
ecutive vice president and chief oper- 
ating officer, together would control

Utah plans 
to combat 
gypsy moth

Spring won’t be a good time for 
moths. That’s when the Utah Agricul- 
ture Department intends to eradicate 
the gypsy moth from Utah Valley. 

The spraying will be concentrated 
above Timpview High School in 
Provo, said Loyal Clark, information 


officer for Uinta National Forest. Al- -€ 


though 85 to 100 homes will be cov- 
ered during the treatment, most of 
the infested area is in the national 
forest. 

The agriculture department will be 
working with the Forest Service to 
spray the infested area. 

A natural insecticide called bacillus 
thuringiensis will be used. “That’s the 
best way to go,” said Gary Booth, a 
professor of zoology at BYU. “It’s 
non-toxic to everything,” he said. 

Other states have had trouble with 
the moth. 

Virginia is losing millions of acres 
of plant life because of the moth, 
Clark said. 

The goal is to eradicate the insect 
from the entire state, said Mark Quil- 
ter of the Utah Agriculture Depart- 
ment. “The problem with it is that 
each insect will eat about a square 
foot of vegetation a day. They’ll eat 
anything and everything that’s 
green.” 

Traps are being used to establish 
the parameters.of the infestation. The 
traps-are ‘treated with pheromone, a 
sex hormone that attracts the male 
moths. 

It has proven effective. “It will 
attract a moth if it’s within a mile of 
the trap,” Quilter said. 

More than 5,000 traps are out, and 
about 10,000 more will be placed 
within the next few years. 

Olympus Cove and Bountiful are 
also infested with the moth. Spraying 
has been used in Olympus Cove witha 
95 percent success rate. 

The Forest Service is hoping for 
the same results, Clark said.
